ORDINANCES OF THE 
WEAVERS. 

Firstly that no drapery be made 
eKcept it has six "bondes" in width. 
And if any one shall be convicted of 
less let that drapery, whatsoever it 
be, be taken before the Mayor, and 
for every stone let him be amerced 
in 4orf, for the use of the Com- 
monalty, and let the instruments 
of the weaver be amerced in 
5 shillings and irf. to the Mayor, 
and 4orf. to the Aldermen. 

Also that no woof which is called

Whereas the tailors citizens of this 
town feel themselves aggrieved and 
injured because portmen and others 
who use the crafl sell and buy new 
cloth and cut and divide new cloth 
in pieces for hose and caps in 
order to sell them again , and do other 
things touching the said crafit, 
which grievances they have shown 
to the Mayor and good men of 
the Commonalty, praying a remedy 
therefor ; whereupon by the advice 
and assent of the good men of 
the said Commonalty, for the 
maintenance of the estate of the 
burgesses who are more privy 
to the franchise than strangers, 
the ordinances hereunder written 
are made to last hereafter* 

First it is ordained that no port- 
man of the said craft be received 
in the portmanry to sell to or buy 
any kind of new doth from 
strangers.

Trusty and welbeloued we grete you wele. And albeit that 
thinhabitauntz of our Towne of Bristowe haue not be of soche 
demeanynges in to late in thaire duetie and ligeaunce as thei aught 
to haue been of towardes vs, yet forasmoche as oure Derrest Brother 
the Due of Clarance hath specially instaunted vs to be gracious lord 
vnto the Town and to you, Notwithstanding the offenses committed 
ayenst vs, affermyng that the offenses haue not be committed by the 
generalte of the Town, but onely by certain persones of the same, 
We inclined at his special requeste to entrete suche persones as humbly 
wol sue vn to vs, not by wale of rigoure but with resonable modera- 
cion, punyshing the principall sturrers of rebellion ayenst vs and not 
a generalte, wol and charge you vpon the faith and ligeaunce that 
ye here vn to vs that incontinent vpon the sighte of thies ye schewe 
vn to the inhabitauntes of oure said Towne that oure entent is not 
to punisshe oure said Towne in generalte, but so to dele with hem 
as thay schall haue cause to pray for vs. Neuertheles for somoche 
as it is notably knowen that certaine persones haue largely oflfended

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agaîns vs as Nicholas Hervy now slain, John Schepherd^ thalderj Robert

vpon youre ligeaunce that ye sease the persones of thaim allé as 
ferforthly as ye may sette hand vpon thaim, and thaim surely kepe 
in warde or vnder sufficient suertie, as ye wol answere vn to vs till 
ye haue firom vs otherwise in commaund[m]ent.

CRAFT OF BARBERS 

MADE ANEW. 

Memorandum that on Monday 
next after the feast of the Exalta- 
tion of the Holy Cross [Sep. 14], 
in the sixth year of the reign of 
King Henry V. after the Conquest 
[1418], came John Colchestre and 
Adam Hardy, Barbers, Burgesses 
of the town ot Bristol, Surveyors 
of the craft or mystery of Barbers 
of the same town, on behalf of, 
and in the name of all and singular 
the masters of the same craft, before 
Robert Russell, then Mayor, John 
Leicestre, then Sheriff, Roger 
Lyveden, Walter MUton, junior, 
then Bailiffii of the aforesaid town, 
and very many other good men 
of the Common Council assembled 
in the Council house, and offered 
them a bill, the tenor of which 
appears as follows: — 

To the honourable Sirs, the 
Mayor, Sheriff and Baili&, and all 
the honourable men of the Common 
Council of the town of Bristol, 
supplicate humbly your co-burgesses 
the masters of the craft of Barbers 
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ville, Quecome diuerses gents nient

Bailiffs of the said town, and 
Thomas Blount, John Stephenes, 
John Clyve, John Sp3me, John 
Borton» Nicholas Excestre, Roger 
Lyveden, John Malton, Thomas 
Hallewey, Walter Parle, Thomas 
Hendy, John Shipward, Nicholas 
Devenyssche, Thomas Fissche, 
Richard Arvas, Edmund Broun, 
John Piers, Richard AJisaundre, 
John Snethe and John Umft'ay, 
good and trustworthy men of the 
Common Councû then assembled

Taillours, Weuers, Towkers, Maryners, Smythes, Coruesoures and others 
not konnyng in the same Crafte atte that tyme contynuelly vseth 
dayly forto shave and forto poUe dyuers peple of the seid toune 
and suburbes of Bristow to grete hynderyng and vndoyng of the seid

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tyme that he is atteynt therof xiiji. iiijdl, that is to seye the one

Item it is ordeyned and assented that no maner persone &o 
that tyme foreward holde no maner house, shoppe nor chambre to 
ocupye ynne his seid Crafte vnto he be accepted free burgeys to the 
libertees and franchise of Bristow, and that he vse his Craft openly 
and not in chambres, halles nor in non other pryue place, and that 
he be able and snifficianUy lemed in the same Crafte, opon pejrne to 
paye atte every^ tyme that he schal do the contrarie the peyne of xiijx.

CoiuKocris. Be it in mynde that al the maistrys of the Crafte of the Coruesours 

f. 144b, of the toune of Bristow presented a bille to the Mair, Sherif, Baillife 
and al the Commune Counsell of the toune of Bristowe in this wordes : — 
To the worschipful and reuerent sirs and maistrys the Mair, Sherif, 
Baillifs and al the worthy men of the Commune Counsell of the 
toune of Bristowe, Besecheth mekely your semants al the maistrys of 
the Crafte of the Coruesours of the toune of Bristowe how that the same 
crafte hath vsed yerly to chese among hemselfe two maistrys atte the fest 
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of Mtghelmasse, and her names to présente to fore the mair of the said 
toune chosen for the yere and to take her othes to surveie the seide crafte 
wel and trewly the yere folowyng, and al maner fawtes found of evell tanned 
letber to present duely to the courte so that the same fawtes myght 
be corrected accordyng to the ordenaunce graunted to the saide crafte 
be your predecessours long tyme to fore» which Crafte in defaute that 
they have no maistrys chosyn yheriy by vertue of the seide orde- 
naunces is gretely sclaundred to grete hurte of your seide comburgeises 
and seruaunts and vndoyng of ham withoute it be remedied be your 
most sadde and ripe discrecions» and not long tyme passed our worthy 
maistrys Thomas Hallewey and Thomas Fissche that tyme Sherif of 
the seide toune of Bristowe putte vs to a rewle and gouemance that 
euery maistre of the seide crafte with her seruauntes schulde be redy 
euery sonday in the yere to serve in the seide crafte the Communes 
of Bristow al the momyng of the same sonday vnto the houre of vij 
atte the belle, and than cesyng all the day forward excepte and 
reserved if eny Knyght or Squyer or eny other straunger goyng on 
her passage and ioumee» merchant or maryner comyng fro the see 
or elles be bound to passe forwith the see, or elles al other 
persons as well deynseynes as foreynes duryng the vi sondayes 
in the hervest, nedethe and wol haue botys or schone that they be 
served atte her nede, and not to holde open schoppes; the which 
rewle and gouemance and al other ordenaunces graunted vnto 
vs by Thomas Blount^ that tyme Mair and Thomas Yong that tyme 
Sherif and al the Commune Counsell of the seide toune the moneday 
next to fore the fest of seint Hillarye, the ix yhere of the regne of 
Kyng Henry the fourthe late Kyng of Englond after the Conquest, 
and al other ordenaunces graunted to vs by John Leycestre* late Mair 
and Thomas Erie late Sherif of the said toune of Bristowe by thassent 
of al the Commune Counsell of the same toune the tuysdaye in the 
feste of the blessed seints John and Powle, the thrydde yhere of the 
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regnyng of our soueraigne lorde Kyng Henry the sixte after the 
Conqueste of Englond^ and also al other ordenaunœs that ye wol 
make opon vs we wol obeie and kepe for euennore thurgh gode 
supportacions of your worthy raaistreschip aforseide» wherfor plese it 
t t45, to youre seide Maistreschippes to consider our seide simple and pouer 
degrees and thereopon to graunte vs that the seide reule and gouemance 
myght be enacted vnder seal as for ordenaunoe, and enrolled in the 
papir of the yheldhall to endure for vs that bethe now» and for

Lyueden, John Sherp, Thomas HaUewey, Richard Forster, Hugh 
Withiford, Richard Arvas, Thomas Fisch, John Papenham, Edmund 
Broun, John Hoke, John Troyt, William Canynges, Thomas Norys, 
John Englissch, Thomas Markes, Richard Roper, John Stanley, William 
Coder, John Withiford, Thomas Mede, John Shipward yonger, William 
Pownham and John Gosselyn in the counselle chambre the thursday 
in the fest of Seint Richard Busschop [3 Apr,]» the xvj yhere of the regnyng 
of Kyng Herry the sixte after the conquest of Englond [143Ô], radde 
and by ham herd, conceyved and vnderstond, semyng to her discrecions 
accordyng to gode feith and reson, and al and singuler contiend in 
the bille aforseide was graunted, ratified and confermad as well for 
the better gouemance of the same toune as of the crafte aforseide, to 
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holde and endure as for ordenaunce for ham of the seide Crafte of 
Coruesours and her successeurs for evermore opon peyne of ujs, iiijrf. 
atte euery tyme that eny maistre of the same Crafte holdyng open 
Shoppe schal do the contrarie ayhenst the tenour of the bille aforseide, 
that is to seye the one half to the commune profite of the seîde toune, 
and the other halfe to the sustentacione of the seide lyght, to be 
pcysed and rekouerd by the Mair and baillifs beyng for the tyme 
withoute eny mutigacione.

Item that no seruaunt nor apprentyce fro this tyme foreward be 
accepted to the libertees of Bristowe to be Burgeis suome to ocupye 
the seid craft vnto it be witnesed to the court to fore the Maire of 
Bristow by the seid tuo maisters that he is able and wel lemei in

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the Crafte of Dyers forto suafly warde and kepe godes of al peple 
which vsen to be served for theire mony in the occupacione of the 
^afte aforeseide» and if eny maister of the seid crafte make eny suche 
seruaunt or apprentyce burgeys but he be able and wel lerned in the 
forseid crafte as it is above seide he schal renne in the peyne atte 
euery tyme xxj,, that is to sey to the werkes of the commune xiijj. iUjrfl, 
and to the light of the seid crafte vjx. viijd. wtthoute eny pardon^

Item for the better gouemaunce of the seid crafte we the seid 
Maire, Shirife, Baillifs and Commune Cotinsell aforseide, have ordeyned 
and graunted to the seide Maisters and burgeises of the crafte to fore 
seide, and to here successoures fore evermore, that every maister of 
the seid Crafte of Dyers when he hath dyed eny cloth and after such 
dyeng is putte to the towker to be rekked that the iiij Maisters 
of dyers beyng for the tyme Éro this tyme foreward may oversee 
al the defautes of every such clothe havyng in perche or on 
logges and in other lawftiU places of the wirchjmg in dyeng of the 
same clothe withoute eny lettyng or distourbyng of eny of the towk^^ 
or eny other in here name; and if they fynde in dyeng thereof eny 
defawte and wol not present it to the courte aforeseid that euery 
malstre schal paye xW., that is to seye isxd, to the commune profite^ 
and xxi/. to the contrtbuctone of the seid crafte, withoute eny muti* 
gacione; and if eny persone werne the seid maisters or eny of hem 
to do here offices aforeseide that than euery such persone so distorbyng 
schal be amercyed in lùd, to be payed as it is aforeseide.

bill or supplication, the tenor of 
which follows and is such : — 



Sheweth and mekely complayneth your poer burgeyses, art^cers 
ot the mistiere of Cordewaners with in the toune of Bristowe, that 
where maistres of the seide Crafte, as welle Englyssch as other,, 
putten in occupacion men of estraunge cxxntrey and noght bore vnder 
the Kynges power, ne dyuers tjrmes wiUe resoeyue into their occupacion 
be he neverso gode a Craftesman but only suche Aleyans and estraun-^ 
gers, whiche causen many vagaraunts and Idul men in the seide Crafte 
and grete disclaimder and anyencesment of the seide Artificers, and 
no multitude of peple in the seide Crafte of men redy to the Kynges 
power and atte the Kjmges commaundement ne atte the maires for 
the tyme beynge ; and the seide Crafte be wey of such maner resceyte 
of Alyeans like to be distroyed for euermore but yef thei mowe haue 
your gracious helpe and socour in this partie. Hese it vnto your 
Worthynes the premisses considered by the avioe of your ConseiU to 
graunt vnder his commune seal of the seide towne vnto the seide 
Artificers that no maistre in the seide Crafte nowe beyng ne to be 
here after resceyue no maner of man borne owte of the Kynges power 
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to occupye in his Crafte» but vtterlye to refuse thûim where they mowe

Mayor, SherilÇ Bailiffs and good 
men being inspected and more fully 
understood and found really good 
and consonant with reason, of the 
assent and mere will of all and 
singular the masters aforesaid of 
the craft or mistery aforewritten 
the same Mayor, Sherifi^ Bailiffs 
and more honest men ordained 
and decreed in the form which 
appears as follows*^ 

First it is ordained and estab- 
lished that no master of the craft 
or misteiy aforesaid, who now is or 
shall be hereafter, shall receive any 
man bom outside the power and

All so that no Smyth yclepid a Rowsmyth of the towne of 
Bristow ne none of here semantes no be nowjt thorow the towne no 
maner of yreware to sylle in here armys no vppon here hedys in no 
sakkes pryvy ne appiert, but that they haue an opyn place bysydes 
the hyecrois of Bristow or in here howse opynlych, and ner nowher 
elles vppon peyne to paye to the vse of the Commynte of Bristow 
XX pans of sterlyngges, and other twenty pans to the maistres of the 
forseyd iiij craftes in here commwne boxe in sustenaunce of here almys 
and othere expenses. 

And that allé estraungeours that commeth to the same towne 
wyth eny penyworthes yclepid smythware to sylle, that they schulle 
stond in a place bysydes the hye croys of Bristow openlych^ so that
